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The  Organization  of  Baker 
University, 


On  the  Third  day  of  February,  IS-IS,  an  organization  known 
as  the  Kansas  Educational  Association  of  the  Methodist  E[)is- 
copal  Church  was  chartered  by  the  Territorial  Legislature  of 
Kansas,  with  the  privilege  of  locating  an  institution  to  be  called 
Baker  University,  at  or  near  the  town  of  Palmyra.  The 
Association  soon  after  acquired  a  section  of  land  adjoining  the 
town  site  of  Palmyra,  known  as  the  -'College  Section,"  the  deed 
to  which  contains  the  following  clause:  "Upon  the  express  con- 
dition that  the  land  herein  conveyed  shall  be  apjircpriated  to  the 
establishment  of,  and  inure  to  the  benefit  of  a  college  to  be  loca- 
ted thereon,  to  be  established  by  and  under  the  patronage  of  the 
Kansas  and  Nebraska  Conference  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal 
Church,  or  such  other  Conferences  of  said  Church  as  may  here- 
after be  organized  in  Kansas,  and  not  appropriated  to  purposes 
other  than  as  above,  or  to  private  speculation." 

Raker  University  was  chartered  on  the  12th  day  of  Feb- 
ruary, 1858.  The  institution  was  named  "Baker  University" 
in  honor  of  Bishoj)  Osman  C.  Baker.  In  the  autumn  of  the  same 
year  her  doors  were  opened  to  students,  with  W.  R.  Davis,  D.  D., 
as  President.  Notwithstanding  all  the  embarrassments  that 
have  been  met,  regular  work  lias  been  done  every  term,  without 
interruption,  down  to  the  present. 

As  these  Charters  have  not  appeared  in  any  recent  Catalogue 
of  the  University,  it  has  been  deemed  advisable  to  publish  them 
in  this  edition. 

CHARTER  OF  THE  KANSAS  EDUCATI0:N'AL  ASSOCIATION 
OF  THE  METHODIST  EPISCOPAL  CHURCH. 
Beit  enacted  by  the  Governor  and  Legislative  Assembly  of  the  Territory  of  Kansas: 
Section  1.  That  L.  B.  Dennis,  A.  Still,  C.  H.  Lovejoy,  Ira  Blackford,  W.  J. 
Piper,  T.  J.  Ferrill,  Wm.  Butt,  N.  Taylor,  and  ther  associates  and  successors, 
are  hereby  constituted  a  body  politic  and  corjjorate,  under  the  name  and  title  ot 
the  Kansas  Educational  Association  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  and  b}' 
that  name  shall  liave  perpetual  succession,  and  a  common  seal;  may  sue  and  be 
sued,  plead  and  be  imi)leaded,  defend  and  be  defended,  in  any  court  of  law  or 
equity;  and  shall  have  full  power  to  hold,  by  gift,  grant,  devise,  purchase  or  oth- 
erwise, any  land,  tenements,  hereditaments,  moneys,  rents,  goods  and  chattels, 
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of  whatsoever  kind,  which  have  been  heretofore,  or  may  hereafter  be  given, 
granted  or  devised  to,  or  purchased  by  them  for  the  benefit  of  said  Association, 
and  may  sell  and  dispose  of  the  same,  or  any  part  thereof,  or  lease,  or  rent,  or  im- 
prove the  same,  in  such  manner  as  they  shall  deem  most  conducive  to  the  interests 
of  said  Association. 

Sec.  2.  Ihat  the  objects  of  this  x\ssociation  are.  and  shall  be,  the  promotion  of 
education  in  Kansas  under  the  patronage  of  the  Kansas  and  Nebraska  Conference 
of  tlie  Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  or  such  Conference  as  may  be  hereafter  formed 
out  of  said  Conference  within  the  bounds  ofthe  Territory  of  Kansas, 

Sec.  3.  That  it  shall  be  lawful  for  this  Agsociati<»n  to  locate  a  University,  to  be 
called  Baker  University,  at  the  town  of  Palmyra,  or  within  one  mile  of  said 
town;  also  to  locate  other  seminaries  of  learning,  in  such  places  and  of  such 
grades  as  may  be  deemed  best  for  the  cause  of  education. 

Sec.  4.  That  the  proceeds  arising  from  the  sale  of  any  property  belonging  to 
this  Association  shall  be  appropriated  to  the  Baker  University,  as  the  said  Asso- 
ciation may  direct,  to  the  amount  of  at  least  three  hundred  thousand  dollars, 
except  such  property  as  may  be  purchased  or  donated  for  other  purposes. 

Sec.  5.  That  the  Association  shall  have  the  power  to  make  all  rules,  by-laAVS 
and  regulations  necessary  to  carry  out  the  provisions  of  this  Act. 

Sec.  G.  That  all  the  projierty  or  funds,  real  perswnal  or  mixed,  that  may  be 
i-eceivcd.  held  or  ap])ropriated,  by  or  for  said  Association,  for  the  exclusive  pur- 
pose of  religion  or  education,  inc'uding  a  cemetery  not  exceeding  torty  acres, 
shall  be  forever  exempt  from  taxation. 

Sec.  7.  That,  in  case  any  corporation  rhall  herealter  at  any  time  receive,  by 
gift,  grant  or  devise,  any  number  of  acres  of  land  exceeding  one  toAvnship  of  land, 
they  shall  be  and  are  hereafter  required  to  sell  and  dispose  of  the  same,  Avithin 
twenty-five  years  from  the  date  of  such  gift,  grant  or  devise;  and  said  corporation 
are  hereby  expressly  limited  to  the  holding,  at  anyone  time,  ot  m.ore  than  one 
township  of  land,  except  when  received  by  gift,  grant  or  devise,  as  aforesaid,  in 
which  case  they  shall  dispose  oi  the  same  within  the  time  aloresaid. 

This  Act  to  take  eflect  and  be  in  fprce  from  and  after  its  passage. 
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Be  it  enacted  by  tJte  Governor  and  Legislative  Assembly  oj  the  Territory  of  Kansas: 

Section  1.  That  L.  B.  Dennis,  Ira  Blackford,  Charles  H.  Lovejoy,  Walter 
Oakley,  N.Taylor,  Homer  H.  Moore,  James  Shaw,  Curtis  Graham  and  William 
Butt,  of  the  Kansas  and  Nebraska  Conference  of  the  Metliodist  Episcopal  Church, 
and  such  other  persons  as  shall,  or  may  hereafter  be  appointed  by  the  Kansas 
Conference,  or  sub-divisions  of  the  said  Kansas  Conference  of  the  said  Mithodisr 
Episcopal  Church,  to  succeed  them,  be,  and  they  are  hereby  created  and  consti- 
tuted a  body  politic  and  corporate,  under  the  name  and  style  oi  The  Trustees  of 
the  Baker  Uniyfrsity,  and  henceforth  shall  be  styled  and  known  by  that  name, 
and,  by  that  name  and  style,  to  remain  and  have  perpetual  succession,  Avith  power 
to  sue  and  be  sued,  to  implead  and  be  impleaded;  to  acquire,  hold  and  convey 
pro])erty.  real ,  personal  or  mixed,  in  lawJul  Avays;  to  have  and  use  a  common 
seal,  and  to  alter  same  at  pleasure:  to  make  and  alter  from  time  to  time  such  by- 
laws as  they  may  deem  necessary  for  the  government  ot  said  institution,  its  otlicei-s 
and  servants;  Provided,  Such  by-laws  are  not  inconsistent  with  the  constitution  of 
the  United  Stales  and  the  organic  Act;  and  to  confer  on  such  persons  as  may  be 
considered  Avorthy,  such  academical  or  honorary  degrees  as  are  usually  conferred 
bv  similar  institutions. 
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.  Sec.  2.  That  the  term  of  office  of  said  Trustees  shall  be  four  years;  but  they 
shall  hereafter,  at  the  regular  Annual  Conference  aforesaid,  in  1859,  so  arrange  by 
lot  that  the  term  of  office  of  one-fourth  of  their  number  shall  expire  annually;  and 
said  board  shall,  in  the  manner  above  specilied,  have  perpetixal  succession,  and 
shall  hold  the  property  of  said  institution  solely  for  the  purposes  of  education,  and 
not  as  stock  lor  the  individual  benefit  of  thomselves,  or  any  contributor  to  the 
endowment  of  the  same.  No  particular  religious  faith  shall  be  required  of  those 
who  become  students  oi  the  institution.  Nine  members  shall  constitute  a  quorum 
for  the  transaction  of  any  business  of  the  Board,  except  the  eleetion  of  President  or 
Professor,  or  the  establishment  of  Chiiirs  in  said  institution,  and  the  enactment  of 
by-laws  for  its  government,  for  which  the  presence  of  a  majority  of  the  Board  shall 
be  necessary;  Provided,  That  the  Trustees,  hereatter  selected,  shall  not  exceed 
thirty-two  in  number,  who  sliall  be  fairly  apportioned  among  the  respective  Con- 
ferences having  the  selection  thereof,  as  hereinbefore  provided. 

Sec.  3.  That  the  said  Annual  Conferences  of  the  Methodist  Ei)iscopal  Church, 
under  whose  control  ami  patronage  said  University  is  placed,  shall  each  also  have 
the  right  to  aj^point  annually,  two  suitable  persons,  members  of  their  own  body, 
visitors  to  said  University,  who  shall  attend  the  examination  of  students,  and  be 
entitled  to  participate  in  the  deliberations  of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  and  enjoy  all 
the  privileges  of  members  of  said  Board,  cxcei^t  the  right  to  vote. 

Sec.  4.  That  the  said  institution  shall  be,  and  hereby  is,  permanently  located 
at  Baldwin  City,  in  the  Territory  of  Kansas,  and  the  corporators  and  their  suc- 
cessors shall  be  competent,  in  law  or  equity,  to  take  to  themselves,  in  their  said 
corporate  name,  real,  personal  or  mixed  estate,  by  gift,  grant,  bargain  and  sale, 
conveyance,  will,  demise  or  becjuest,  of  any  person  whatsoever;  and  the  same 
estate,  whether  real,  personal  or  mixed,  to  grant,  bargain,  sell^  convey,  demise, 
let,  place  out  at  interest,  or  otherwise  disi)ose  of  the  same,  for  the  use  of  said 
institution,  in  such  manner  as  to  them  shall  seem  most  beneticial  to  said  institu- 
tion.  Said  Corporators  shall  faithfully  a])ply  all  the  funds  collected,  as  the  pro- 
ceeds of  the  property  belonging  to  the  said  institution,  according  to  their  best  judg- 
ment, in  erecting  and  completing  suitable  buddings,  supporting  the  necess'try  offi- 
cers, instructors,  servants  and  agents,  and  procuring  books,  maps,  charts,  globes 
and  philosophical,  chemical,  and  all  other  aparatus  necessary  to  the  success  of 
said  institution,  under  the  restrictions  imposed;  Provided,  nevertheless,  That,  in 
case  any  donation,  demise  or  bequest  shall  b3  made  for  particular  purposes, 
accordant  with  the  design  of  the  institution,  and  the  corporation  shall  accept  the 
same,  every  such  donation,  demise  or  bequest  shall  be  applied  in  conformity  with 
the  express  conditions  of  the  donors  or  devisors:  Provided,  further ,'}l\vaX  said 
corporation  shall  not  be  allowed  to  hold  more  than  two  thousand  acres  of  land  at 
any  one  linne,  unless  the  said  corporation  shall  have  received  the  same  by  gift, 
grant  or  demise;  and  in  such  case  they  shall  be  required  to  sell  or  dispose  of  the 
same  within  ten  years  from  the  time  they  shall  acquire  such  title,  and  on  failure  to 
do  so,  such  land,  over  and  above  the  before  named  two  thousand  acres,  shall  revert 
to  the  original  donor,  grantor,  devisors  or  their  heirs. 

Sec.  5.  That  the  treasurer  of  the  institution,  and  all  other  agents,  when 
required,  befoie  entering  upon  the  duties  cf  their  appointment  shall  give  bond  for 
the  security  of  the  corporation,  in  such  penal  sum  and  with  such  secu.iities  as  the 
corporation  shall  approve;  and  all  processes  against  the  corporation  shall  be  by 
summons,  and  the  service  of  the  same  shall  be  by  leaving  an  attested  copy  thereof 
with  the  treasurer  at  least  sixty  days  before  the  return  day  thereof. 

Sec.  6.  That  the  corporation  shall  have  power  to  employ  and  appoint  a  Presi- 
dent or  Principal  for  said  institution,  and  all  such  Professors  or  Teachers,  and  all 
such  agents  or  servants  as  may  be  necessary,  and  shall  have  power  to  displace  any 
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or  such  of  them  as  the  interest  of  the  institution  may  require;  to  fill  vacancies, 
which  may  happen  by  death,  resignation  or  otherwise,  among  said  officers  or 
servants;  and  to  prescribe  and  direct  the  course  of  studies  to  be  i)ursucd  in  said 
institution,  by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  President  and  Trofcssors 
thereof. 

Sec.  7.  That  the  cori)oration  shall  have  power  to  cstablisli  Departments  for  the 
study  of  any  and  all  the  learned  and  liberal  professions  in  the  same,  to  confer  the 
degrees  of  Doctor  in  the  learned  arts  and  sciences  and  Ih;//cs  Idlers,  and  to  confer 
such  other  academical  degrees  as  are  usually  conferred  by  the  most  learned  insti- 
tutions. 

Sec.  7.  That  the  said  institution  shall  have  power  to  institute  a  Board  of  com- 
j)etcnt  persons,  always  including  the  Faculty,  who  shall  examine  such  individuals 
as  may  aj^ply,  and,  if  such  ap])licants  are  found  lo  possess  such  knowledge  pur- 
sued in  said  institution  as,  in  the  judgment  of  said  Board,  renders  them  worthy, 
they  may  be  considered  graduates  in  course,  and  shall  be  entitled  to  di))lomas 
accordingly  on  paying  such  fees  as  the  con)oration  shall  adix;  which  fee,  how- 
ever, shall  in  no  case  exceed  the  tuition  bills  of  the  full  course  of  studies  in  said 
institution.  Such  Examining  Board  may  not  exceed  the  number  of  len,  three  of 
whom  may  transact  business,  Provided,  one  be  of  tlie  Faculty. 

Skc.  !).  That,  sliould  the  corporation  at  any  time  act  contrary  to  the  provisions 
of  thla  cliarter,  or  fail  to  comply  with  the  same,  ui)on  complaint  being  made  to 
proi)er  court  of  the  county  in  which  i^aid  University  is  situated,  a  scire  focias  shall 
issue,  and  the  proper  attorney  shall  prosecute  in  behalf  of  the  people  of  tlie  Tei-ri- 
tory  for  forfeiture  of  this  charter.  This  act  shall  be  a  public  act,  and  shall  be 
construed  liberally  in  all  courts,  for  the  ]niri)oses  herein  exi)ressed.

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Admission 


All  candidates  for  admission  must  present  satisfactory  testi- 
monials of  good  character.  Those  coming  from  other  schools 
must  present  evidence  of  honorable  standing  in  the  institution 
from  which  they  come,  and  must  evince  their  qualification  for 
the  class  they  propose  to  enter.  Persons  seeking  admission  to 
any  of  the  College  classes  must  pass  an  examination  on  the  pre- 
ceeding  studie'^  of  the  course,  unless  they  can  present  satisfactory 
grades  from  the  institution  they  have  previously  attended. 

Students  presenting  certificates  of  good  standing,  officially 
signed  by  the  Principal  or  Board  of  Education  of  any  city  of  the 
first  or  second  class  in  the  State,  will  be  admitted  without  further 
examination,  to  the  class  which  they  are  prepared  to  enter. 

All  students  must  enroll  with  the  President.  This  enrollment 
will  be  accepted  as  a  positive  and  explicit  agreement  on  their 
part  to  observe  all  the  rules  and  regulations  «f  the  University. 
None  will  be  admitted  to  the  classes  except  on  presentation  of 
receipt  for  tuition  and  incidental  fee  for  the  current  term. 

Examination  for  admission  will  be  held  on  Tuesday,  at  the 
opening  of  the  school  year,  commencing  at  9  o'clock,  a.m. 


Remarks  on  the  Courses  of  Study. 


The  Collegiate  Courses  of  Study,  preceded  by  Preparatory 
instruction,  are  believed  to  represent  the  views  of  the  leading 
educators  of  the  age  respecting  those  studies  best  adapted  to 
secure  to  the  student  the  highest  mental  and  moral  culture. 

In  arranging  the  Courses  of  Study,  the  object  has  been  to  sub- 
serve the  best  interests  of  the  pupil.  The  completion  of  any 
course  will  require  hard  study,  but  will  secure  the  desired  result 
— mental  strength,  knowledge,  and  fitness  for  life's  work. 

Classical  Course.— The  present  Classical  Course  will  com- 
pare favorably  with  that  laid  down  by  similar  institutions  of 
greater  age  and  more  resources.    It  is  marked  by  the  prominence 
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given  to  the  ancient  classics.  It  embraces  those  branches  of  study 
found  by  experience  to  secure  the  closest  application,  best  habits 
of  study,  greatest  precision  of  thought,  most  harmonious  and 
symmetrical  development  of  all  the  intellectual  faculties.  All 
students  who  can  possibly  do  so  are  advised  to  take  the  full 
Classical  Course. 

Scientific  Course.— This  Course  is  arranged  for  the  benefit 
of  those  who  do  not  desire  to  give  so  much  study  to  the  Ancient 
Languages.  It  differs  from  the  Classical  in  having  more  Mathe- 
matics and  Science,  dropping  the  Greek,  and  substituting  German 
for  part  of  the  Latin. 

Literary  Course.— This  has  been  arranged  to  accommo- 
date young  ladies  who  desire  to  devote  themselves  mainly  to 
English  studies  and  the  arts.  Enough  solid  studies  are  required 
to  secure  good  mental  drill,  and  broad  scope  is  given  for  selecting 
from  the  departments  of  Language,  Music  and  Art. 

Normal  Course.— This  Course,  extending  through  three 
years,  is  intended  to  meet  the  wants  of  those  fitting  themselves 
for  teaching,  who,  for  want  of  time  or  pressure  of  circumstances, 
cannot  complete  either  of  the  longer  courses.  A  series  of  lectures 
will  be  given  the  coming  year  upon  topics  that  are  peculiar  to  the 
work  of  the  teacher.  During  the  third  year  the  pupils  will  be 
required  to  take  charge  of  classes  and  conduct  recitations  in  the 
presence  of  the  regular  teacher. 

Elective  Studied.— Students  in  Literary  Course  may  take 
both  Drawing  and  Music,  or  Painting  and  Music,  when  there  are 
but  two  required  studies.  Hebrew  is  elective  in  the  Junior  year 
of  the  Classical  Cource,  provided  a  class  of  not  less  than  four 
agree  to  pursue  the  study.

In  this  time  the  student  can  acquire  thor- 
oughly good  Penmanship,  accurate  Computation,  and  such  a 
knowledge  of  the  principles  of  Bookkeeping  that  he  can  success- 
fully apply  them  to  actual  business  transactions.  During  the 
third  term  of  the  Course,  a  text  book  will  be  used  on  Commer- 
cial Law,  well  calculated  to  familiarize  students  with  all  practi- 
cal business  rules  and  forms.

MENTAL,  MORAL    AND    POLITICAL    SCIENCE. 

Studies  in  these  branches  are  mostly  in  the  Senior  year.  The 
subjects  iuchided  are  Political  Economy,  Psychology,  Ethics, 
Logic,  International  Law,  Christian  Evidences  and  Theism.  In 
teaching  the  subjects,  the  aim  is  to  stimulate  thought  and  to  in- 
duce research  and  investigation.  As  a  means  to  this  end,  students 
are  required  to  write  criticisms  and  reviews  of  the  text,  and  to 
present  original  productions  on  themes  selected  from  the  subjects 
under  consideration. 

Discussions  in  the  class  are  allowed,  and  students  are  encour- 
aged to  form  opinions  for  themselves.  While  a  text-book  is  used 
as  a  basis  for  the  study,  it  is  not  designed  to  confine  the  student 
to  that  alone.  Power  to  think  for  one's  self  is  esteemed  of  greater 
importance  than  simply  to  be  able  to  recite  the  thoughts -of 
another. 

LATIN  LANGUAGE  AND  LITERATURE. 

About  four  years  are  given  to  the  study  of  Latin.  In  the  pre- 
paratory course,  special  attention  is  given  to  the  etymology, 
syntax  and  laws  of  the  Language.  Rapidity  in  translation  from 
Latin  to  English  and  English  to  Latin,  is  earnestly  sought  by 
persistent  practice;  both  literal  and  free  translations  are  required, 
in  the  earlier  part  of  this  course,  thus  familiarizing  the  pupil 
with  both  the  Latin  and  English  orders  in  a  sentence.  At  the 
more  advanced  stage,  attention  is  given  to  developing  the  literary 
taste  of  the  pupil  by  a  careful  study  and  criticism  of  the  litera- 
ture of  each  author  read.  Original  composition  in  Latin  is 
required.  » 

NATURAL   SCIENCE. 

In  this  department,  so  far  as  possible,  the  text  books  have 
been  merely  guides  to  original  investigations  by  the  students. 
Such  study  elicits  more  thorough  work  from  the  student,  and 
leads  him  to  think  for  himself  far  more  than  the  conning  and 
recitation  of  a  few  pages. 

In  Preparatory  classes,  the  following  studies  were  pursued: 
Physical  Geography,  Physics  and  H^^giene. 
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111  Physical  Geography,  while  a  thorough  knowledge  of  the 
essential  portions  of  the  text  was  required,  the  text  was  used  to  a 
great  extent  simply  as  a  guide  to  a  wider  study  of  the  subject. 
To  that  end,  a  thesis  of  1,000  words,  upon  some  topic  relating  to 
the  subject,  was  required  of  each  pupil. 

The  physical  laboratory  being  supplied  with  sufficient  appa- 
ratus for  clearly  explaining  all  the  principles  of  the  science, 
Physics  was  taught  largely  by  experiment,  the  simpler  experi- 
ments being  performed  by  the  pupils,  the  more  complex  by  the 
demonstrator  before  the  class,  in  each  case  the  student  being 
required  to  make  careful  note  of  all  phenomena  and  explanation 
of  principles  involved. 

In  Physiology  and  Hygiene  special  attention  was  given  to  the 
location,  description  and  functions  of  each  organ  of  the  body,  and 
the  laws  which  govern  its  normal  action.  Besides  illustrations 
with  the  human  skeleton  and  manikin,  frequent  dissections  of 
different  organs  were  made  before  the  class. 

The  Freshman  class,  during  the  winter  term,  pursued  the 
study  of  Astronomy.  The  class,  besides  the  text  work,  was 
taught  to  recognize  the  principal  stars  and  constellations.  Each 
member  was  also  required  to  present  to  the  class  during  review, 
a  thesis  of  1,200  words  on  some  topic  relating  to  the  subject. 
During  the  spring  term  the  class  took  up  the  study  of  Botany. 
This  subject  was  taught  by  means  of  lectures,  with  a  very  marked 
degree  of  success  over  previous  years.  Each  member  was 
required  to  present  an  herbarium  of  fifty  correctly  mounted  and 
analyzed  specimens. 

The  Sophomores  commenced  the  year  with  Chemistry.  Two 
days  of  each  week  were  devoted  exclusively  to  laboratory  work. 
Each  pupil  was  required  to  perform  a  series  of  experiments, 
noting  carefully  all  phenomena,  writing  the  reactions,  and 
keeping  notes  of  all  work  performed.  The  winter  term  was 
spent  entirely  in  the  laboratory.  Each  member  was  required  to 
determine  by  blow-pipe  and  wet  analysis,  the  composition  of  fifty 
substances.  The  spring  term  was  devoted  to  Physiology.  In 
this  class  more  especial  attention  was  given  to  the  finer  questions 
of  Physiology,  such  as  "cell  life,"  "formation  and  repair,"  "the 
relation  of  the  mind  and  body,"  etc. 

The  luniors  devoted  the  winter  term  to  Physics,  and  the 
spring  to  Zoology.  In  Physics  the  class  used  Snell's  Olmstead  as 
a  text,  finishing  the  subjects  of  Hydrostatics,  Pneumatics,  Optics, 
Heat  and  Acoustics.  Besides  text  work,  as  much  investigation 
was  recjuired  as  the  condition  of  the  Physical  Laboratory  would 
admit  of. 
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In  Zoology,  the  class  used  Orton's  Comparative  Zoology  as  a 
text.  A  very  good  collection  of  birds  and  mammals  enabled  the 
class  to  verify  much  of  the  text. 

The  Seniors  gave  the  first  six  weeks  of  the  fall  term  to  Miner- 
alogy. The  first  two  were  devoted  to  lecturer,  and  the  remainder 
to  the  determination  of  minerals  by  the  use  of  the  blow-x)ipe. 
The  remainder  of  the  fall  and  winter  terms  were  devoted  to 
Geology.  The  nature  of  the  locality  enabled  the  class  to  make 
several  interesting  geological  excursions.  The  cabinet  of  several 
thousand  specimens  illustrates  well  all  the  Geological  epochs. 

ENGLISH  AND  GERMAN. 

English.— His  own  language  remains  the  student's  medium 
of  expression;  hence  all  studies  should  contribute  to  a  better 
knowledge  of  his  mother-tongue.  With  rare  exceptions,  in  this 
will  he  transact  his  business,  maintain  his  social  relations  and 
enjoy  his  home.  His  reading,  no  less  than  his  conversation,  is 
likely  to  be  in  his  native  speech.  It  is  due  to  the  student,  then, 
that  he  be  taught,  in  so  far  as  possible,  command  of  his  own  lan- 
guage and  an  appreciation  of  its  rich  literature.  To  accomplish 
these  ends,  thorough  drill  is  given  in  the  Preparatory  department 
on  Grammar  and  English  Composition.  The  ability  to  prepare  a 
neat  and  correct  manuscript  must  be  secured  in  the  early  part  of 
a  student's  course.  This  work,  however,  in  not  purely  mechan- 
ical, but  furnishes  opportunity  tor  thought  expression,  and  leads 
to  the  appreciation  of  fine  thought. 

In  both  Preparatory  and  collegiate  departments,  all  pupils  are 
required  to  prepare  exercises  in  Composition  and  Declamation,  at 
regular  and  frecjuent  intervals. 

German. — Recognizing  the  demand  for  German,  and  believ- 
ing that  as  a  disciplinary  study  it  falls  but  little  short  of  the 
classics,  we  have  arranged  a  (ierman  course,  extending  over  two 
years.  This  includes  a  thorough  study  of  the  German  Grammar, 
simpler  readings  for  the  first  year,  and  later  the  study  of  several 
of  the  German  classics. 

RHETORIC,  ENGLISH  CLASSICS  AND  ORATORY. 

Rhetoric. — Rhetoric  is  to  be  treated  both  as  a  science  and  an 
art,  the  first,  presenting  the  laws  of  composition;  the  second,  prac- 
tice in  the  application  of  these  laws.  These  two  go  together,  and 
when  a  law  is  learned  it  is  to  be  rendered  familiar  by  practice. 

Enoish  CiiAssics.— The  writings  of  the  masters  furnish  the 
highest  models  of  style  in  English.    These  styles  are:  first,  to  be 
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analyzed  so  as  to  learn  what  constitutes  the  elements  of  their 
excellence;  second,  the  thought  of  one  author  is  to  be  expressed, 
as  nearly  as  may  be,  in  the  style  of  another;  third,  original  com- 
positions are  to  be  written  in  the  style,  as  nearly  as  possible,  of 
the  various  authors.  [Every  well-trained  author  has  his  peculiar 
and  prevailing  style,  but  poor  indeed  is  he  who  can  write  in  one 
style  only.]  The  law  holds  here  as  in  speaking — we  learn  to 
write  hy  writing,  and  not  merely  by  reading  about  superior 
writers  and  their  writings. 

Elocution.— Elocution  aims  to  develop  and  train  the  voice 
in  compass,  sweetness  and  power;  the  body  in  grace  and  vigor; 
and  the  face  in  mobility  and  expressiveness.  These  all  become 
factors  in  expressive  delivery. 

Oratory. — Oratory  consists  of  two  distinct  parts,  matter  and 
delivery;  the  latter  falling  chiefly  in  the  domain  of  elocution. 
Oratory,  therefore  has  to  do  chiefly  with  the  larger  and  more 
more  difficult  work  of  preparing  the  address,  speech  or  oration. 
As  means  to  this  end  there  will  be:  first,  a  series  of  lectures  on 
the  principles  of  public  speaking;  second,  an  analysis  of  some  of 
the  masterpieces  of  Webster  and  Burke;  third,  training  in  the 
preparation  of  addresses,  and  drill  in  the  delivery  of  the  same. 
The  law  underlying  all  work  in  this  department  is,  that  we 
learn  to  speak  hy  speaking,  and  not  merely  by  eulogizing 
famous  orators  and  their  orations. 

MATHEMATICS. 

Efficient  work  in  this  department  must  be  based  on  thorough 
knowledge  of  fundamental  principles.  After  Arithmetic  is  mas- 
tered, the  student  pursues  Algebra  for  one  year  in  the  Prepara- 
tory department.  After  completing  Quadratic  Equations,  another 
term  in  this  branch  is  deferred  until  the  Sophomore  year,  when, 
with  more  maturity  of  mind.  Higher  Algebra  may  be  more  suc- 
cessfully studied.  A  considerable  amount  of  original  work  is 
performed  in  Geometry  (both  plane  and  solid)  and  Trigonometry, 
and  thus  the  maximum  of  interest  and  practical  value  in  those 
branches  is  promoted.  With  limited  equipments,  the  class  in 
surveying  has  already  engaged  largely  in  field  work  and  practi- 
cal problems.  This  feature  will  be  advanced  as  rapidly  as  the 
acquisition  of  additional  instruments  make  it  possible. 

A  decided  improvement  in  the  course  in  Higher  Mathematics 
has  been  made  during  the  past  year.  Advanced  Algebra,  Conic 
Sections,  Analytical  Geometry  and  Mathematical  Astronomy  are 
now  required  work  for  all  students  in  the  Classical  and  Scientific 
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departments,  and  a  class  in  each  of  these  branches  is  thus  assured 
for  every  year.  There  are  pleasing  indications  of  increased  inter- 
est in  Mathematical  work,  and  no  effort  will  be  spared  to  develop 
the  highest  appreciation  for  the  mental  discipline  which  so  surely 
attends  this  Ime  of  study. 

The  friends  of  the  University  are  earnestly  asked  to  consider 
the  importance  of  more  apparatus,  especially  for  the  branches  of 
Surveying  and  Astronomy.  This  is  desirable  as  a  material  aid 
in  developing  the  interest  and  benefits  of  these  subjects. 

GREEK  LANGUAGE  AND  LITERATURE. 

The  study  of  Greek  is  in  the  highest  sense  beneficial.  It 
requires  closeness  of  attention  and  application,  and  therefore 
must  be  conducive  to  the  highest  intellectual  development. 

In  the  beginning  classes,  especial  attention  is  given  to  etymol- 
ogy and  syntax,  and  in  the  more  advanced  classes  the  subject 
matter  and  style  of  authors  read  will  be  discussed.  Lectures  on 
Mythology,  Antiquities,  Art  and  Philosophy,  will  be  delivered 
during  the  year. 

Written  accent  is  taught,  and  Greek  prose  composition  will 
receive  due  attention.  The  Greek  vobabulary  of  science  will  be 
taught,  and  the  Greek  conversational  method  will  be  used  in  the 
class  room.     Sight  reading  will  also  be  made  a  specialty. 

MUSIC. 

Piano,  Organ,  Thorough  Bass,  Harmony,  Voice  Culture  and 
Note  Reading  are  taught.  An  acquaintance  with  the  funda- 
mental principles  is  given,  besides  urging  a  brilliant  practical 
execution.  Surface  work  is  thus  avoided,  thoroughness  secured, 
and  the  pupil  obtains  a  lasting  benefit.  All  enrollments  must  be 
made  with  the  Director.  Membership  in  the  Conservatory  con- 
stitutes membership  in  the  University.  Signing  the  Conserva- 
tory roll  will  be  regarded  as  a  pledge  to  observe  all  the  regulations 
of  the  University.

ART. 

Methods  of  Teaching. — That  branch  of  Art  which  appeals 
directly  to  our  senses  through  the  eye  may  be  considered  under 
three  general  classes,  viz.:  Outline,  Light  and  Shade,  Color.  In 
this  order  the  work  is  being  pursued.  After  a  few  preliminary 
lessons  in  straight  lines  and  curves— in  which  the  pupil  acquires 
the  manipulation  of  the  pencil  and  perception  of  short  distances, 
and  attains  to  some  degree  of  proficiency  in  quality  of  line— the 
pupil  begins  to  work  from  a  group  of  models,  studying  their 
forms  and  building  up  concepts  of  their  appearance,  mirrored  on 
a  vertical  plane;  then  he  is  taught,  theoretically,  to  represent  the 
group  in  outline  on  paper.  When  the  pupil  can  draw  in  outline 
readily,  models  in  various  positions,  he  may  continue  in 
outline  work  from  casts,  still-life  groups,  flowers  and  fruit,  or 
work  in  light  and  shade  from  models.  Having  completed  the 
course  in  this  grade  he  may  turn  his  attention  to  the  study  of 
Color.  The  models,  casts  and  studies  used  in  the  studio  are 
furnished  without  extra  expense  to  the  pupil. 

Why  Learn  to  Draav?— In  entering  upon  the  study  of  any 
subject,  we  should  seek  first  that  underlying  principle  which 
insures  a  solid  foundation.  In  Art,  that  principle  is  Free-hand 
Drawing;  and  the  student  who  neglects  this  part  of  the  work, 
fails  to  find  the  practical  worth  or  the  highest  enjoyment  that 
might  be  attained  by  original  work  in  Art. 

Similar  reasons  might  be  presented  why  the  pupil  should 
study  Mechanical  Drawing.  A  good  knowledge  of  industrial 
Drawing  may  be  made  practical  in  the  school  room,  at  home,  and 
in  every  department  of  industry. 

Expenses.— In  class  lessons  the  expenses  vary  according  to 
the  length  of  the  college  term.

lu  Class  B,  students  will  be  allowed  a  choice  of  two  mediums 
of  work.  In  Class  D,  students  in  oil,  decorative  etching  or 
repousse,  have  choice  of  one  other  of  these  four  branches.  Stu- 
dents in  wood  carving  also  have  choice  of  etching  or  repousse. 

Requirements.— Tuition  must  be  provided  for  within  the 
first  two  weeks  of  the  term.  In  classes  A  and  C,  at  least  one 
period  (fifty  minutes),  and  in  B  and  D  two  periods  a  day  are 
required  of  the  pupils.  They  must  be  at  their,  work  during  one 
of  the  lesson  hours,  and,  and  may  continue  their  work  through 
that  half  day  if  they  choose.  Special  rates  will  be  granted  to 
those  who  wish  to  devote  more  time  to  the  work. 

Pupils  entering  for  Painting  only,  who  have  no  knowledge  of 
Drawing,  will  be  instructed  in  copies  only. 

No  reduction  for  absence,  nor  lessons  made  un  except  in  cases 
of  protracted  illness. 

Students  may  enter  the  Art  department  without  being  other- 
wise connected  with  the  University,  but  all  are  expected  to  con- 
form to  the  regulations  of  the  University,  as  regards  deportment. 

Pupils  who  remove  their  work  when  completed  are  expected 
to  return  the  same  to  the  Art  room  before  the  close  of  the  school 
year,  for  the  annual  exhibition  during  commencement  week.

PENMANSHIP. 

Business  Penmanship.— Very  few  acquirements  are  of  more 
importance  to  the  average  business  man,  whether  he  be  a  mer- 
chant, mechanic,  minister  or  business  man,  than  the  ability  to 
execute  good,  plain,  rapid  writing.  Some  years  since,  a  promi- 
nent banker,  in  talking*  to  the  students  of  an  eastern  college, 
said:  'Young  men,  don't  fail  to  secure  a  good  handwriting;  for, 
to  a  young  man  commencing  business,  it  is  equal  to  a  capital  of 
ten  thousand  dollars."  It  is  the  aim  of  this  department  to  furnish 
such  a  course  of  instruction  as  will  best  aid  the  student  in  acquir- 
ing a  superior  style  of  writing,  and  not  one  that  is  slow  and 
cramped,  which  is  comparatively  worthless.  Accordingly,  each 
student,  upon  entering  this  dejiartment  receives,  as  foundation 
work,  a  thorough  training  in  movement,  not  finger  movement, 
not  whole-arm  movement,  but  a  genuine  and  rapid  muscular 
movement.  In  this  way  students  acquire  the  ability  to  execute 
with  the  hand,  with  ease  and  grace,  whatever  form  may  be  pre- 
sented to  the  eye.  Kecognizing  the  fact  that  it  is  an  utter  impossi- 
bility for  the  hand,  however  skilled,  to  execute  a  better  form  than 
the  mind  is  able  to  conceive,  later  on  in  the  course  great  care  is 
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taken  to  train  the  judgment  and  taste  of  the  student  by  the 
analysis  of  standard  letters  and  figures,  and  by  the  comparison  of 
correct  with  incorrect  forms.  Students,  before  completing  the 
course  of  instruction  are  taught  to  write  many  of  the  common 
business  forms,  such  as  the  business  letter,  notes,  drafts,  checks, 
etc.,  a  knowledge  of  which  is  so  meager  among  the  people  in 
general,  but  which  is,  at  the  same  time,  an  essential  part  of  the 
education  of  the  business  man. 

Ornamental  Penmanship. — Although  we  deem  Plain  Pen- 
manship to  be  of  more  value  than  Ornamental  Penmanship,  to 
the  business  world  in  general,  yet  we  do  not  discourage  any 
student  who  aspires  to  the  position  of  a  professional  penman,  but 
we  take  great  pleasure  in  assisting  him  to  the  highest  possible 
attainments  in  the  line  of  professional  work.  We  teach  all  kinds 
of  oft-hand  flourishing,  also  automatic  pen  lettering  and  pen 
drawing.  Special  attention  is  given  to  card  writing  and  the 
combination  of  capitals.  Students  are  required  to  conduct  reci- 
tations, and  their  methods  of  teaching  and  forms  of  expression 
are  criticised  until  the  student  is  capable  of  holding  the  attention 
of  the  class  and  conducting  the  recitation  in  the  most  efficient 
manner. 

Our  students,  after  completing  the  full  course,  have  been 
eminently  successful  in  teaching  Penmanship.  The  school 
teacher,  after  spending  from  six  to  twelve  months  in  practicing 
Penmanship,  may  double  his  salary  by  teaching  night  classes  in 
his  own  and  adjoining  districts. 

Classes  are  organized  at  the  opening  of  each  term,  and  daily 
recitations  are  given  as  in  other  studies.

Short-Hand  and  Type- Writing.— This  department  has 
been  organized  during  the  past  year,  and  has  met  with  a  good 
dtgree  of  success.  The  text-book  used  is  "Standard  Phonog- 
raphy,'' by  Andrew  J.  Graham,  the  most  complete  system 
now  extant.  It  has  been  awarded  first  prizes  at  different  speed 
tests,  and  although  it  requires  more  time  to  learn   it  than  some 
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other  systems,  yet  it  is  tlie  quickest  in  the  end,  as,  when  once 
learned,  almost  any  word  can  be  perfectly  represented  by  it. 

We  use  the  Remington  standard  Type-writer  upon  which  our 
students  have  learned  to  write  during  the  jjast  year  from  thirty- 
five  to  eighty  words  per  minute,  according  to  the  ability  of  the 
student  and  the  character  of  the  matter  written.

General  Information 


LOCATION. 


The  institution  is  pleasantly  located  at  Baldwin,  Douglas 
County,  on  the  line  of  the  Southern  Kansas  Railroad.  No  more 
pleasing  or  desirable  location  can  be  found  for  an  educational 
center.  It  is  in  the  midst  of  an  agricultural  district,  and  the  best 
fruit  growing  section  in  the  State.  It  is  easily  reached  by  rail,  as 
two  trains  pass  and  repass  each  day,  making  ready  connection 
with  the  great  through  lines  North,  South,  East  and  West. 

The  town  has  been  improved  very  much  in  the  past  year. 
Many  new  residences  have  been  erected,  and  many  more  will  be 
built  the  coming  year.  The  social  advantages  and  church  privi- 
leges are  very  good.  The  mutual  relation  of  students  and  citizens 
are  most  amicable.  All  seek  to  make  the  stay  of  the  students 
pleasant.  The  business  interests  are  gradually  improving.  This 
is  a  desirable  place  for  the  young  for  educational  purposes. 

HISTORY. 

Baker  University  is  the  oldest  living  educational  Institu- 
tion in  the  State,  having  been  chartered  in  Februarj^,  1858.  Its 
doors  were  opened  to  students  in  ihe  autumn  of  the  same  year, 
and  regular  wx)rk  has  been  done  every  term  since.  Like  most 
denominational  schools.  Baker  has  .had  a  hard  struggle  for  an 
existence,  but  having  survived  many  disasters,  the  friends  feel 
that  the  crisis  is  now  fully  past,  and  the  success  of  the  last  few 
years  inspires  hope  for  the  future. 

BUILDING  AND  GROUNDS. 

There  are  two  substantial  buildings,  located  in  a  campus  of 
sixteen   acres  or  more,  adorned  with  numerous  trees  which  are 
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making  a  vigorous  growth,  and  will  soon  afford  abundant  shade. 

The  stone  building  erected  some  years  since,  is  G0x80  feet;  con- 
tains five  recitation  rooms,  library  and  reading  room,  art  depart- 
ment and  two  society  halls. 

Cenienary  hall  is  built  of  stone  and  brick.  It  contains  five 
recitation  rooms,  president's  office,  five  private  rooms,  two  rooms 
used  by  janitor,  lecture  room  and  chapel,  with  a  regular  seating 
capacity  for  nine  hundred,  and  twelve  hundred  can  be  acconimo- 
dated  on  special  occasions. 

These  buildings  afford  facilities  for  giving  instruction  to  five 
hundred  pupils.  The  new  building  has  made  the  work  of  the 
institution  much  more  satisfactory.  The  property  of  the  college 
is  worth,  at  a  fair  estimate  |100,000. 

GOVERNMENT. 

The  government  of  the  institution  is  vested  in  the  Faculty, 
and  is  adapted  to  the  relations  that  exist  in  a  college. 

The  students  are  recognized  as  possessing  a  moral  sense  and 
ideas  of  propriety.  These  are  appealed  to  and  relied  upon  in  a 
very  large  measure.  If,  however,  this  course  should  fail,  the 
authorities  will  resort  to  such  measures  as  are  adequate  to  secure 
good  government. 

The  students  are  under  salutary  restrictions  respecting  social 
relations.  The  principles  of  honor  are  inculcated,  and  Christian 
courtesy  encouraged.  Experience  has  shown  that  with  the 
majority  this  is  sufficient;  but  with  a  few,  other  restraints  are 
necessary.  The  Faculty  will  determine  by  proper  rules,  when 
necessary,  the  relations  of  the  young  men  and  women  socially, 
and  will  prescribe  at  what  times  and  under  what  conditions  they 
may  or  may  not  enjoy  each  other's  society. 

All  per:,ons  boarding  students  will  be  expected  to  co-operate 
with  the  Faculty  in  enforcing  such  rules  of  the  University  as 
relate  to  students  in  boarding  houses;  and  should  there  be  failure 
to  co-operate,  in  case  of  flagrant  violations,  the  Faculty  will 
change  the  place  of  boarding  of  said  students. 

Requirements.— 1,  Attendance  at  religious  exercises  in 
College  chapel  each  day.  ^.  Attendance  at  public  worship  at 
least  once  on  Sabbath,  at  such  church  as  student  or  parent  may 
select.    3.  Punctual   and   regular  attendance  at  each   recitation. 

4.  Promptness  at  opening  of  term  and  continuance  to  the  close. 

5.  Attendance  at  not  fewer  nor  more  than  three  recitations  per 
day,  excepting  Sunday  and  Monday.  G.  Continuance  in  study, 
when  taken  up,  for  the  time  indicated  in  the  catalogue.  7.  Mis- 
cellaneous literary  work  of  all  students  in  Collegiate  de^Dartment. 
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8.  Securing  an  excuse  from  some  member  of  the  Faculty  for 
temporary  absence  from  town.  9.  Paying  tuition  and  incidentals 
before  entering  classes. 

Prohibitions. — 1.  Defacing  the  buildings  or  furniture  in  any 
way.  2.  Using  tobacco  in  any  form  upon  the  College  premises. 
3.  Lingering  in  the  halls  or  about  the  buildings.  4.  Dancing, 
card  playing  and  gambling  of  every  kind.  5.  Visiting  billiard, 
drinking  and  gambling  saloons.  6.  Visiting  skating  rinks, 
drinking  intoxicating  liquors,  or  even  keeping  them  in  room  or 
elsewhere.  7.  Throwing  any  kind  of  missiles  on  the  College 
premises.  8.  Contracting  debts  without  knowledge  of  parents  or 
guardians,  9,  Absense  from  rooms  later  than  ten  o'clock  at 
night.  10.  Taking  private  lessons  from  teachers  not  members  of 
the  Faculty,  except  on  permission  of  the  Faculty. 

Permits.— 1.  Variation  from  the  rules  under  Requirements, 
may  be  secured  from  the  proper  authorities  when  satisfactory 
reasons  are  presented. 

2.  Variations  from  Nos.  8  and  9  under  Prohibitions,  may  be 
secured  from  the  President  when  satisfactory  reasons  are  pre- 
sented. 

Excuses.— 1.  For  tardiness  or  absense  from  recitation,  must 
be  made  to  the  respective  teachers. 

2.  For  absense  from  Chapel  or  public  worship,  must  be  made 
to  the  President. 

3.  All  tardiness  or  absence  from  recitation,  church  or  Chapel, 
must  be  accounted  for  at  the  earliest  opportunity. 

4.  All  unexcused  absences  become  marks  of  demerit,  and  may 
result  in  private  admonition,  public  reprimand,  suspension  or 
expulsion. 

5.  Five  demerits  require  a  private  admonition  from  the  Pres- 
ident; ten,  a  written  notice  to  parents;  and  fifteen,  suspension 
from  all  the  privileges  of  the  University.

No  rebate  will  be  paid,  except  in  case 
of  protracted  sickness  or  death;  then  a  certificate  will  be  given, 
which  will  be  accepted  from  the  holder  as  a  credit  on  tuition  at 
any  lime  afterward. 

BOARD. 

In  private  families,  with  furnished  room,  light  and  fuel,  per 
w^ek,  $2  75  to  |3  50.  Club  rates,  including  room  rent,  |2  00  to 
$2  50.  Self  boarding,  from  $1  50  to  $2  00.  Total  expenses  for  a 
year  will  vary  from  $100  to  $300,  as  parents  and  pupils  please  to 
make  them. 

Parents  are  admonished  to  not  furnish  too  much  spending 
money  for  miscellaneous  purposes.  Young  men  and  women 
should  be  taught  the  lesson  of  economy.  The  merchants  of 
Baldwin  are  hereby  earnestly  requested  to  refuse  (credit  to  young 
students,  without  instruction  from  the  parents  or  guardians. 

EXAMINATION  AND  DEGREES. 

Oral  examinations  are  held  at  the  close  of  the  Fall  and  Winter 
terms,  before  a  committee  of  the  Faculty,  and  at  the  close  of  the 
Spring  term^  before  a  committee  of  the  patronizing  Conferences. 
Winter  examinations  will  be  held  when  the  text  is  completed 
and  at  the  close  of  the  year,  and  the  manuscripts  will  be  preserved 
for  inspection  by  the  visiting  committee.  Any  student  being 
absent  from  examination  must  pass  a  private  examination  before 
admission  to  advanced  standing  in  classes.  A  grade  below  70  in 
scale  of  100,  will  require  a  review  of  the  branch. 

The  Degree  of  Bachelor  of  Arts  is  conferred  upon  students 
who  complete  the  Classical  course  and  pass  a  satisfactory  exam- 
ination in  the  same. 

The  Degree  of  Bachelor  of  Science  is  conferred  upon  students 
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Register  of  the  Alumni,

Estimated  cost  of  books  now 
ordered,  1260.00. 

III.  Cash  Donations  and  Subscriptions:  By  Wm.  Fairchild,  of 
Leavenworth,  paid  in  full,  $500;  by  friends  at  Commencement, 
paid  in  part,  $500.  Hon.  I.  T.  Goodnow  subscribed  $1,000  to  com- 
mence a  permanent  endowment,  on  condition  that  $2,000  be 
raised  from  other  sources.  At  the  South  Kansas  Conference, 
held  in  March,  said  $2,000  was  raised  by  subscription— chiefly 
among  the  laymen.  This  will  commence  yielding  revenue  next 
year.  It  is  sincerely  hoped  that  others  may  come  forward  and 
increase  this  amount  next  year.  This  is  a  cheering  opportunity 
for  benevolence.  Money  placed  here  becomes  a  perennial 
fountain,  sending  its  gladdening  streams  down  through  the 
years  of  the  future.  The  name  of  every  donor  will  be  embalmed 
in  the  memory  of  hundreds  and  thousands  of  grateful  readers.

IV.  Reading  Room.— Our  Reading  Room  is  supplied  with 
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VERSITY  by  raising  the  money  to  meet  the  principal  needs  of  the 
institution  in  the  past,  it  seems  right  and  proper  that  the  laymen 
of  the  patronizing  Conferences  should  rally  to  the  support  of  the 
University  by  providing  for  its  proper  endowment. 

It  is  believed  that  by  allowing  the  windows  of  the  Chapel, 
recitation  rooms,  corridors,  libraries,  museums,  cabinets  and  pro- 
fessorships to  bear  the  names  designated  by  the  donors  of  specific 
amounts,  that  a  large  proportion  of  this  much  needed  endowment 
can  be  raised. 

A  number  of  persons  have  stated,  confidentially,  their  inten- 
tion to  bequeath  to  the  University  a  portion  of  their  estates.  All 
such  expressions  are  encouraging,  and  are  gratefully  remembered; 
but  experience  has  shown  that  it  is  far  better  to  make  invest- 
ments in  the  cause  of  Christian  education  directly,  by  gift  or  deed 
of  trust,  than  to  risk  the  uncertainties  of  a  last  will  and  testament. 

Our  friends  are  requested  to  keep  in  mind  the  great  advan- 
tages secured  to  our  University  by  our  liberal  charter  respecting 
the  holding  of  real  estate.  Aged  and  invalid  persons  who  desire 
to  assist  the  College  can  do  so  in  such  a  way  as  to  relieve  their 
own  minds  of  care,  by  transferring  to  the  Educational  Associa- 
tion their  property,  and  receiving  an  annuity  in  money 
for  the  same. 

Baker  University  presents  to  men  of  wealth  a  rare  oppor- 
tunity to  make  their  money  a  blessing  to  thousands  of  the  most 
deserving  young  men  in  the  land,  long  after  the  donors  have 
passed  from  the  scenes  of  time. 

The  example  of  great  and  useful  philanthropists  shows  that 
money  given  to  Christian  education  is  more  likely  to  accomplish 
good  than  in  any  other  channel  of  beneficence.

LIBRARY  AND  READING  ROOM. 

The  Library  room  is  supplied  with  commodious  and  tasteful 
alcoves  for  the  circulating  library,  a  suitable  case  for  the  refer- 
ence library,  also  tables  and  desks  for  magazines  and  newspapers. 
The  number  of  volumes  in  the  two  sections  of  the  library, 
including  public  documents,  bound  magazines  and  kindred 
matters,  is  2,280.  Witliin  tlie  year,  additions  liave  been  made  as 
follows: 
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who  complete  the  Snientiflc  course  and  pass  a  satisfactory  exam- 
ination in  the  same. 

The  Degree  of  Bachelor  of  Literature  is  conferred  upon  those 
completing  the  Literary  course  and  passing  the  required  exam- 
ination. Those  completing  the  Normal  course  will  receive  a 
diploma  from  that  department.  Those  who  complete  the  Busi- 
ness course  will  receive  a  certificate  to  that  effect. 

LITERARY  SOCIETIES. 

There  are  five  Literary  Societies.  Three  are  sustained  by  the 
young  gentlemen,  and  two  by  the  young  ladies.  They  meet 
weekly  for  literary,  oratorical  and  social  improvement.  They 
afford  an  excellent  drill  in  parliamentary  law,  and  the  best  usages 
of  deliberative  bodies. 

The  Societies  are  under  the  general  supervison  of  the  Faculty, 
but  in  all  the  details  of  practical  work  their  exercises  are  under 
their  own  management. 

THE     YOUNG    MEN'S     AND    THE    YOUNG    WOMEN'S 
CHRISTIAN   ASSOCIATIONS. 

The  objects  of  these  organizations  are  sufficiently  understood, 
so  that  is  not  necessary  to  explain  them.  The  Y.  M.  C.  A.  and 
the  Y.  W.  C.  A.  of  Baker  are  in  excellent  condition.  Meetings 
are  held  every  week  for  Bible  study  and  other  religious  exercises. 
The  members  of  the  Associations  are  active  in  their  attention  to 
strangers,  new  students  and  all  who  are  in  need  of  Christian 
sympathy  and  friendship.  The  Christian  young  ladies  of  the 
College  co-operate  in  practical  religious  work,  holding  a  Gospel 
service  every  Sabbath,  and  giving  all  encouragement  to  their 
associates  to  consecrate  their  lives  to  Christ.  On  Tuesday  evening 
the  President  of  the  University  meets  the  students  in  a  prayer 
meeting.  Attendance  upon  this  service  is  optional,  but  during 
the  past  year  the  interest  has  been  such  that  a  congregation  rep- 
resenting a  large  majority  of  the  students  and  many  young  people 
of  the  town  were  present  at  each  meeting. 

ENDOWMENT. 

The  time  has  come  for  a  vigorous  effort  to  secure  an  endow- 
ment. The  present  endowment  fund  is  less  than  four  thousand 
dollars.  The  effort  to  pay  indebtedness  and  erect  the  new  build- 
ing has  prevented  specific  efforts  to  secure  endowments;  but  now 
an  effort  should  be  made  to  secure  an  endowment  of  at  least 
1100,000.
